In  pursuance  of  a  requisition  bade  by  Gen.  A.  S.  Johnston,  under  ihe  authority  of  the  War 
Department,  upon  Alabama,  for  twelve  months  troops,  the  Governor  issued  his  late  Proclamation, 
calling  upon  our  section  of  the  State  for  Volunteers,  for  that  term.  We  havp  seen  the  letter  of 
Gen.  Johnston,  and  believe  that  we  are  correctly  advised  of  our  true  situation — of  the  forces  of 
the  enemy,  as  well  as  our  means  of  resistance.  We  would  not  needlessly  alarm  or  excite  our  peo- 
ple, but  we  would  earnestly  imprest  upon  them  the  necessity  of  the  most  prompt  and  energetic 
action,  by  which  we  are  confident  success  ean  be  obtained:  while,  without  sneh  action,  suece- 
doubtful.  The  enemy  is  concentrating  in  heavy  force  ufoon  Colunibus,  Kentucky,  and  if  we  arc 
overwhelmed  with  Numbers  at  that  point,  Memphis  will  next  be  invested — the  contest  will  have  to 
be  carried  on  in  East  Ten  lessee,  and  you*  own  valley  may  suffer  the  unspeakable  horrors  of  inva- 
sion iron)  a  ruthless  and  unrelenting  foe.  Prudence  and  -at.M\  require  us  to  meet  the  enemy  on 
the  threshhold — to  defend  the  outposts  rather  than  the  citadel- — the  door-sill  rather  than  the  hearth- 
stone. The  valley  of  the  Tennessee  hafe  already  Bent  forth  her  volunteers  to  defend  the  soil  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  to  protect  our  Gulf  coast  fr6m  invasion:  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  rally  now  for 
the  protection  Of  their  own  families  and  tire-sides.  This  ean  betet  be  done  by  defending  QolumblM 
ami  Memphis.
